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Continuation of: 

Claims 11-13 relates to compositions comprising a first and a 
second polymer each having particular properties, namely, the 
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characteristics below about 60 degrees C, the second should be 
immiscible in the first. The claims cover all compositions 
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to compositions explicitly used, mainly compositions 
comprising ethylene oxide and propylene oxide copolymers. 
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
